Government of S. Wencaslau de Lima proposed

“ CHINESE JURISTS IN LONDON .” 

The following farthor letter hat 
The Times on tho mubject:—- — 
’ Bix—Aa chaitman of the luncheon tendered 
by the London Court of Arbitration on tho 21st 
ult. to the distinguished Jurists vocredited by 
the Imperial Chinese Government to, attend 
the eighth international Congress-on Prigous 
convened at Washington, I must take exception 
to tho singular -missonceptions contained in the 
letterof “Ex Oriente” wh ch appeared in The 
Times of Wedneailay last. 

- Your correspondent diacloses his had in his 
reflection on whut ho conceives to be the attitude 
of the Chinese Government towards tho ex-torri- 
torin] rights enjoyed by Europeans,'but when he 
proceeds to compare the Chinese Jadiciary with 
the Earopean conception of justice of tho 14th 
century he has recourse to oxagyeration which 
éne sevking, a8 ho affeets to do, to: guide others 
should. have avoided. 

It of course resta with tho Chinese Ministry 
of Jus-ice to designate ita Judges and law - 
officera by such titles as it may deem proper, and 
Tam unabloto follow “ Ex Oriente's " rensoning 
when he disapproves of the assumption by China 
of the title of Aitorney-Genoreal, held by the 
chief law officars of the British Crown through- 
oat the King's Dominions. 

When the Hon. Ch’ien Hau at the luncheon 
referred to tho penal law of China, the codifica--~ 
tion of which hus existed for so many centuries 
and tho revision whereof has been so lurgely’ 
aidel by his Excellency Wu-ting-fang; ex- 
Minister at Washington and s moembor of the 
English Par, he dealt with a subject which some 
people, inclading, I hope, “ Ex Oriente,” trast 
may receive attention in thix country in the near 

'fature, whilst hia reference to the arbitral 
procedure adopted throughout China for the 
adjusiment of commuorcial difforences was slike 
interesting and indtructive as ilustrating the 
high standard obsorved. . : 

The attention exténded ‘to the Chinese Com- 
miasion, of which the Hon. Ch’ien Hauisthe hoad, 
hy the Government of this country and that of 
other European countries through which it His 
passed was.not undeserved, and I am pleased to « 
think that in the exigencies of the Long’ Vaea- 
tion, which precluded arrangements of a’ more 
ambitious character. being made, it should have 

fallen to the London Court of Arbitration to 
‘tender to the representatives of a great country” 
its best wishes for the accumplishment: of the 
high task of law reform to which they are ad- © 
dressing themselves with conspicuous- ability.

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- THE HISTORY OF .FOOTBALL. 


From a sketch in the Stata of South ica, 
by Peroy 8. 'T, Jonos, apropos of the op- 
proaching visit of the British Rugby team, one 
gleans tho- history of football. . “Football in 
Groat Britain owes its orign to tho Romaus, 
who played with « balk of cloth or loathor sluifed 
with flocks, called harpastum, or with o windbag, 
called follie. The writer proseods — . 

“Tf Gs not possible to prodgce any direct 
evidenoo of tho progress or. popularity: of 
the ‘game in England . prier to the. yosr 
1175, It is fairly . couclusively established, 
however, that football goes back -eeveral can- 
turies farther than cricket, In. 1175 William 
Pi(zstepheu, writing in. hia history of London. 
mentions the fact thet it was the habit 
of the young mon of the city to play at 
the well-known, gamo of ball after dinner. 
And there can ba.no boubt that. this 
game was football, but what, its outstanding 
features were can only bo n matter of guoss- 
work. Tho game was conflued to the lower 
classex; no rules existed for its control; the 
contosta seom to have been more in the natare 
of gencrul soratables, the goale being placed at 
cither end of a town or street; and the number 
of players seems tu have been unlimited.” . 

FORBIDDEN: HY LAW—IN VAIN! 

Allboigh popular it mel with opposition 
from tha authorities.
